Shouse received a call from 
Blake Gay that his four- 
wheeler had been stolen.

16th. 


During the investi¬ 
gation, Sheriff Kelly Shouse, 
Chief Deputy Ivan Fletcher, 
and Perry County Deputy S. 
Woods located the ATV sit¬ 
ting behind a residence in 
Squabble Creek. During the 
inspection, it was discovered 
that the tires and rims had 


been changed and several 
hundred dollars in damage 
had been done to the ATV. 
The investigation is still on¬ 
going.

On June 20, 
2014, while Sheriff Kelly 
Shouse and Chief Deputy 
Ivan Fletcher was attept- 
ing to serve a warrant of 
arrest on Robbie Young, 
they ran across the de¬ 
fendant and Neil Young 
in a marijuana patch with 
one step meth labs. Neil 
Young fled the scene and 
has been on the run since 
this date. 


On July 17, 2014 the Ows¬ 
ley County Grand Jury re¬ 
turned an indictment on 
Neil Young, 27, Booneville, 
KY. 

Young was indict¬ 
ed on three charges: two 
counts of Manufacturing 
Methamphetamine, 1st 
Offense, a class B Felony; 
and Cultivate in Marijuana 
(5 plants or more), 1st Of¬ 
fense, a class B felony. 

Young has also 
been charged with Per¬ 
sistent Felony Offender II 
charges. 

Young is being 
held in the Three Forks Re¬ 
gional Jail at this time.

From planting the 
seeds in the greenhouse, 
which was built with the 
funding from Berea College 
Promised Neighborhood to 
planting the crops to just 
this past week breaking 
up beans for the cafeteria 
to cook for the students 
lunch. 

Charolette 

Thompson, School Food 
Service Director talked 
about how they con¬ 
tracted with the FFA and 
purchased their fruits and 
vegetables from them at a 
reduced rate, saving them 
money plus helping them. 
She discussed that what 
they had received were so 
much better and that her 


and Mrs. Johnson worked 
together to fit the needs 
of the cafeteria around the 
growing season. 

Dr.Thorton talked 
about the Healthy/Hungry 
Free Kids Act of 2010. She 
talked about how the trend 
in this country had become 
about fast and quick! "I'm 
not saying never eat out, 
stated Dr. Thorton, I'm 
saying you have to bal¬ 
ance healthy foods and 
fast foods!". Under the 
new food guidelines, salt 
content, sugar content, 
and calorie content is also 
looked at. "One big thing 
you need to think about is 
you must match your calo¬ 
ries in with your physical 
activity." stated Dr. Thorton. 

Another big idea 
that schools need to do is 
get students adjusted to 


new food items. "If I have 
something new on my 
plate and I haven't had it 
before, I probably won't 
eat it either," stated Dr. 
Thorton. Other big issues 
discussed were planing the 
menu and time for kids to 
eat.

WHAT TIME IS IT? 

We can always 
tell when the first snow is 
coming. We don’t know the 
day or the hour, but as the 
temperature slowly descends, 
the leaves fall from the trees, 
the sun rises later and sets 
sooner, the afternoon breeze 
is no longer a comfort from 
the heat, but a deliverer of 
the cold air; we know that 
the time is ripe for that first 
snowflake to fall. 

This is a good example 
of how the Bible describes 
the return of Jesus Christ. 

We don’t know the day nor 
the hour, but we can see the 
changes that tell us the mo¬ 
ment is near. Wars, rumors of 
wars, earthquakes, changes 
in the weather patterns, weird 
things going on in outer 
space, all these and more are 
signs of the last days. 

There will be scoffers of 
these things, claiming these 
events have been going on 
since the beginning of time 
(2 Peter 3:4). Yes, there have 
always been wars, but entire 
planet had never been at war 
with one another until 100 
years ago; and with the trou¬ 
ble in the Middle East and the 
Russian bear out of hiberna¬ 
tion, the rumors of WWIII 
are out there. Wars and 
rumors of wars just as Jesus 
said. Earth¬ 

quakes are more frequent and 
more severe. It was just ten 
years ago the earthquake in 
the Indian Ocean cause the 
tsunami that killed nearly a 
quarter of a million people. 

Katrina and the worst winter 
anyone can remember plus a 


cornucopia of other things, 
even the experts are telling 
us the weather patterns are 
changing. If global warming 
is true or not is not the issue. 
The issue is that God is send¬ 
ing us the signs that His Son 
is coming back sooner than 
later. 

There are other signs of 
the season of Christ’s return. 
These signs are not center 
stage like a massive tidal 
wave or a bloody military 
conflict; these signs are more 
subtle, lurking in the back¬ 
ground, yet they carry just as 
much impact on the world. 
These signs do not deal with 
nature or conflict among na¬ 
tions; these signs involve the 
heart of mankind. 

The first five verses of 
2 Timothy 3 gives us 19 
conditions of the heart that 
will cause the last days to 
be filled with peril. Pride, 
greed, speaking against God, 
ungratefulness, improper lust, 
hatred toward those that are 
doing the right thing, loving 
pleasure more than loving 
God; these are only a few but 
you can get the gist.
